Ixindon, September 2.— The fortress 
or Lutsk, which with those of Dubno 
und IlovMo forms a foitiflrd triangle 
on RiisiUau territory Just north of the 
OallcUm frontier, was eaptared by the 
AiistrlanH. accfirdinR to tho ofncial re- 
port from Vienua. It is iu this direc- 
tion that the Austro-Oerman offensive 
has been the most aggresBlvo during 
the past few weeks, the object being to 
separato the Russian army which ban 
been retreating through the Pripet 
marshes from that operating In Oallcla 
and which, so ttu^ KiisKians claim, a 
rather severe defeat on the invaders. 

The enpture of Lutsk, however, Is 
likely to compel the RuBBians, despite 
their victory, to evacuate that part of 
(iaiicia Htlil held by them; otherwise 
their flank would be seriously threat- 
ened. 

Host Easterly Point. 
The Russian fortress of Lutsk is lo- 
cated In the province of Vblhynia, 

aliout sixty miles oast of tlu* river 
Mug on a branch of the main line rall- 
\Nay running from southern Russia 

i»orthward to Rrest-r.itovak. 

It is one of the triangle of fortresses 
which lie about fifty miles from each 
other In this region. The other two 
being Dubno and Rovno. It has a pop- 
iilatitui oT iiiorr than L'lt.'HMt. 

So fur as otticiai reports have indi- 
cated, It Is the most easterty point on 
Russian territory rcachi'd hy tlw Tru 
tonic troops, its capture marks the 
fall of the tenth fortress within a 
month under AuMtro-(irrma!i attacks 
bep:innlnR with tlic taking of Warsaw 
on AuKUSt 5. 

Along the rest of the front, except 
in the center, where the Austro-Ger- 
mans < (tiuiiuM' to nuik*^ a slow a ivancc. 
the Russians appear to be holding their 
own. They have thus fair preventegl 
the ClermauH from crossing tho Dvlna 
at KrieOrichstailt, wliere a buttle has 
been in progress for several days; 
itiey have arrested the German offen- 
sive between that point and the Gulf 
< f lUna und are still hcatlinK thelr 
^ round between Kovno and V'ilna and 
i)efore Orodno, although the Gernums 

have approachtMl the outer pofltlon Of 
CroUuo fur tress. ^ 

Race Affilnst Tine. 

In the opinion of ntilitary wrItorK 
hero the Russians now stand a good 
ctiance of winning the raee fbr time, 
within a few weeks the antumn rains 
will be^in. and. it is pointed out. un- 
less they can succeed in gaining a de- 
elslce result before that time tUo 
Austro-Oermans can hadrly hopo to 
smash th*» RtiHsinn armit s iM ior *', un- 
der cowr of the long winter, they are 
re-formed and re-equtpped. At pres- 
ent the AuHtro Clrrmans are straining 
every nerve to win this decision but 
tbey have been greatly delayed by the 
intonslty of the Russian oounter-|it« 
tacks and the stubbornness with which 
the Russian troops hold the positions 
protecting their retreutlnR comrades. 
Losses EnormuQH, 

The«Rttgalan losses of course have 
been enormous. According to Berlin 
the Russians have lost one million In 
prisoners since May 2, the dut<> on 
which the drive began In western 
(Oallcla, while during August alone the 
( aptures included more than a quarter 
of a million men and 2,300 cannon, The 
Austro-German losses, too, have been 
heavy in killed and wounded, while 
tho strain on the troops has been ter- 
rific. They still have, according to 
Petrograd estimates, about 2,000,000 
men on the eastern front. 900,000 be- 
iuK ill tlie Riga refiion more than 1.- 
000,000 iu the center and from 600,- 
000 to 700,000 In Qallcla. 

I'^ir a week tho French have been 
pouring an avalanche of sheels into 
the Germans lines In the west. It Is 
not believed this ammunition would 
be used simply for the purpose of 



damaging the German trenches, and 
therefore an early move on the part 
of the allies In the west Is antloipated.
